U.S. Veep Arrives 
In Philippines a fte r 
Talks in Viet N am 


MANILA (API—In a confident 
mood, Vice President Lyndon B. 
Johnson arrived today on the sec­ 
ond leg of his barnstorming Far 
East tour to stem the Communist 
tide in Southeast Asia. 
Johnson lunched with President 
Carlos P. Garcia in Malacanang 
Palace after lending a touch of 
Texas informality to the motor­ 
cade ride from International Air­ 
port. 
Time and again he stopped his 
car to shake hands with every 
Filipino within reach. Despite a 
sudden 
rain, 
several 
hundred 
thousand turned out to welcome 
him. 
Johnson flow from South Viet 
Nam where he pledged the United 
States w-ould bolo that Southeast 
Asian country militarily and eco­ 
nomically against the threat of 
Communism. 
Johnson 
has had hardly 
any 
sleep since reaching Saigon to 
start his six-nation fence-mending 
tour. It seemed to s^ow’ on b's j 
face at the airnort welcome. But 
he shook off his fatigue to dwight j 
Filipinos 
with 
his 
friendliness 
during the motorcade. 
The airnort ceremony reflected 
a mood of grim awareness of 
threats to He anG-Com monist na­ 
tions in Pus na*** of the world. 
Philippine 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Felixberto 
Serrano 
stated 
the 
problem bluntly in bis welcome 
remarks. He said Johnson's trio 
is “under the shadow' of a gloom 
that 
distressing 
develooments 
have cast across Urn horizon of j 
Southeast 
Asia.” The reference 
clearly was to Communist-threat­ 
ened Laos and Viet Nam. 
Johnson 
rended 
that 
Indeed 
these are dark days for the free 
world, much like the early days 
of World War IT But he declared 
“ as long as there is a Philip­ 
pines and an America we are not 
going to permit freedom to wither 
away.” 
At the luncheon conference with 
the two leaders were Serrano, an 
outspoken critic of the course of 
U.S. foreign policy in this area, 
and U.S. 
Ambassador John D. 
Hickerson. 
Serrano and Garcia were ex­ 
pected to tell Johnson they have 
no faith in the 14-nation Geneva 
conference as a solution in Laos 
and they fear the only possible 
result 
of the 
meeting

eventual takeover there.

The flying classroom Is a four- 
engine DC6 that will circle at 23.. 
OOO feet over east central Indiana 
and transmit video taped lessons 
on ultra high frequency channels 
72 and 76 to schools in Indian* a^d 
parts of Illinois, Kentucky, Michi­ 
gan, Ohio and Wisconsin. 
Sunday, an orientation program 
and sample lessons will he sent 
to 20 schools, some of them from 
850 to 400 miles apart. 
Monday, the schools will pick up 
the telecasts and show them on 
classroom sets three hours a day, 
four days a week, until June I. 
The program will begin full opera­ 
tion with start of school in Sep­ 
tember. 
Courses will he offered at all 
levels of education from elemen* 
tary through college.

Flood-weary residents of south­ 
ern Illinois and Indiana kept a 
tense watch today on soggy lev­ 
ees and dikes weakened by nearly 
a 
week 
of 
flooding 
that 
has 
reached record proportions. 
Hundreds of thousands of acres 
remained under water with swol­ 
len rivers and streams still surg­ 
ing towards crests expected in the 
next few days. 
Waters receded however, in oth­ 
er sections of the area which also 
includes Arkansas, Missouri, Ok 
lahoma and Kansas. Fair, warm 
weather prevailed over most of 
the area. 
Despite the lack of rain since 
last weekend s deluge touched off 
the flooding many rivers contin­ 
ued to rise as tributaries absorbed 
the runoff 
Vast sections of Southern Illi­ 
nois lay under the backwaters and 
workers battled the worst flood­ 
ing in the area in 20 years. Fif­ 
teen counties have been listed as 
disaster areas. Numerous roads 
remain impassable, utilities dis­ 
rupted and water supplies threat­ 
ened. 
The Little Wabash in southeast­ 
ern Illinois surged toward an ex 
pected 
crest of nearly 22 feet 
above flood level at Carmi today. 
More than a third of the commu­ 
nity's 6,200 residents have been 
evacuated. 
White County, where Carmi Is 
located, 
was 
reported 
to 
have 
more than 40 per cent of its farm­ 
land under water. 
At Murphysboro, the big muddy 
river crested Friday at 22 5 feet 
above flood level and residents 
waited for the wafer to recede to

crested nearly 9 feet above flood 
level at Tell City and is expected 
to top 14 feet when the crest 
reaches Cairo, 111,, Monday.

Hollywood Hills 


HOLLYWOOD. 
Calif. 
(AP) — 
Fire swept through the scenic, 
brush covered 
Hollywood 
Hills 
with explosive fury Friday night, 
leaving many homes destroyed or 
damaged 
The flames, pushed by gusts up 
to 40 rn p h., blackened more than 
1.000 acres before fire fighters got 
the upper hand. There wrere no 
reports of serious injuries. 
Scores of residents were evacu­ 
ated from the elevated residential 
district a mile or so from Holly­ 
wood and Sunset boulevards. 
All of the 
homes burned 
or 
threatened were on hillsides near 
Griffith Park Observatory. Among 
those

was 
novelist Aldous 
Huxley’s. 
Aerial 
observers 
counted

homes 
apparently 
destroyed

damaged. 
The blaze started about 7:43 
near Beachwood Canyon, an area 
often used for scenes in Western 
films.

Powerful winds swept 
the flames through brush crisn 
from one of the driest years in 
the area’s history.

Firemen moved

Except for the reported time of 
the survivors’ departure from the 
island, the published reports and 
the official’s account were in es 
sentia! agreement. 
Previously, all efforts to check 
the reports had been fruitless 
Meanwhile, all access by report­ 
ers to the marine base at Vieques 
has been shut off. 
The number of the survivors is 
not known, but could not be large 
Fidel Castro’s government has 
announced the capture of about 
1,000 invaders and claimed that 
more than 200 were killed in the 
April 16-17 debacle.

Value of Hay 


By DALE MCNELLY 
Extension Trainee 
A L rgc snare of the feeding value 
of the Ohio hay crop is lost in bar 
vest. In is lost feeding value is 
gained back by the farm er during 
the year as he buys costly concen­ 
trate feed. By d o i n g this, the 
farm er reduces feeding efficiency 
which in turn reduces net income. 
The loss in feeding value of 
hay at harvest is caused by the 
farmers them selves. They xielay 
cutting their hay until the stage 
for maximum hay quality has 
passed. The usual r e a s o n for 
farmers delaying hay harvest is 
that more tons of hay can be ob­ 
tained by delaying the harvest. 
Unfortunately, the hay is much 
less palatable and less digestible 
because a l a r g e r percentage 
of the crop will be composed of 
coarse stem s. 
The coarse hay stems from late- 
cut hay contain less feed value 
than young leaves and stems ob­ 
tained when hay is cut at its m axi­ 
mum quality. The late cut hay con­ 
tains h’.-s digestible protein than 
does early cut hay because the 
tender digestible qualities are lost 
as the hay matures. 
Tests conducted by tile U. S. De­ 
partm ent 
of 
Agriculture 
show 
comparison of milk production of 
cows fed alfalfa hay cut at three 
different stages of growth. The 
three stages were initial - bloom 
(bud), half-bloom and full bloom.

THESE tests 
showed 
that 
3.5 
pounds More milk was produced by 
initial - bicorn hay than was pro­ 
duced by full - bloom hay. With 
milk priced at $3.50 per hundred­ 
weight. the early - cut hay was 
worth $12 per ton more than t h e 
la cr - cut hay. 
Sim ilar results were obtained 
from dairy feeding trials in Michi­ 
gan. These tests showed early-cut 
alfalfa h a / to be worth $10 to $17 
per ton more than late - cut alf­ 
alfa hay. It was also found that $46 
in grain s a v i n g s nosts per cow 
lier year could be obtained by us­ 
ing early - c i t hi v. 
To 'btain a highe- quality hay, 
Ohio agronomists have established 
recom m ended cutting dates for 
farm ers throughout Ohio. The d at­ 
es for Pickaway County are: alf­ 
alfa - (.-chard grass, May 20-25; 
alfalfa - brome. May 25 - Jane 5; 
and alfalia-timothy, June 1-5.

aches and every nerve feels raw 
and 
inflamed. 
F ever 
skyrockets 
a n i then plum m ets as you s i n k 
into shock. 
Stretching the swollen meninges 
squeezes raw nerve endings. That s 
why a 
stiff 
neck 
keeps

head from bending. 
lf the head is bent forw ard, the 
meningitis —sufferer autom atically 
d raw s up his knees.
